It was given to the 
Secret Service. I write you egnin because I still want to study it in both 
forms in v/nioh you have it. If you no longer have it, you should be able to 
direct me to it. 


Brown wrote a report on his 
conference with \/D3U-TY, Hew Orleans. Tbo second paragraph begins;

”]vlr. Gorporan stated that. sdngle--fiTiriiO prints were made/pc.rtsof the 
silent film v/hen OSV/ALD was distributing leaflets and these prints have already 
.boon furnished to the FBI and to the Secret Service* He stated that a duplicate 
print of tile silent fiLn of OS^'v/ALD distrsibuting leaflets in\d been furnished to 
the SecratvService.*^ 

How tbo only copy, of the film in the Arerdves is a duplicate of all 
three sections spliced together. Today the \/D3U footage is also so spliced. In 
sp)licing, there is alv/ays the possibilityx^of the loss of frames. The record 
v/errants v/ondor if frames disappeared for other reasons. There is reason to 
believe roderal agents did show prospective witnesses still pictiu’cs not nov: in 
this filra. It is beyond doubt tiiat the still also are not in tae Archives, u'hen 
you recall it was known there was e still-iuiidentifiod person helping Oswald, you 
can readily see one of the importances of this film and my. urgent desire to see 
it without further (end ^ believe illegal) . federal interferences*

spoken to by any government agent and those either not asked tlie necessary questions 
or, according to their re.-^sonable claims (your own agents made identical ones 
under oath), grossly misprerasented by the FBI reports* I believo that under the

I would also hope you would share iny earnest desire that, if so late, proper 
analysis be made of this GVicionce* And, es I recently wrote Hr* Helloy, I'ask that 
the Secret Sex'vice go over the record of ouv correspondence, correct th' errerj in.

have. If there is any item you no’ longer heve, you do Ioio*w v/hat you did with if 
end I ask that you properly direct me. ^ . 
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
